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Remarks 

Claims 6 T 17, 19-20, and 102-11 1 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claims 44, 66, and 78-83 have been amended as discussed with The Examiner. 
More particularly, claims 44 and 66 have been amended to recite therein said 
polypeptide is chemotactic for leukocytes," claim 78 has been amended to replace the term 
"comprising" with the phrase ^consisting of a fragment. . and dependent claims 79-83 
have been amended in accordance with the amendment to claim 78. No new matter has 
been added. 

In the telephone conference of November 17, 2004, the Examiner indicated that the 
claim* would be allowable with the instant amendments upon the submission of an 
appropriate statement regarding the public availability of the ATCC deposit. While 
Applicants maintain thai the previously pending claims were also allowable, the claims 
have been amended as discussed with the Examiner. Applicants reserve the right to 
pursue the canceled subject matter in continuing applications. Applicants also provide the 
requested statement regarding the ATCC Deposit below. Accordingly, Applicants believe 
that the application is in condition for allowance.
